The prov 
inces Were canvassed, and while they 
did not see the propriety of appearing 
before a federal committee to give 
testimony their replies assumed that 
changes Were necessary, 

Not Much Nearer 
Now it is 1937. We do not seem to 


be much nearer an amendment, Ome 
attempt,, in the session of 1936 was 
killed In the Senate. A few months 


ago several ot the provinces were so 
seized of the need for a re-writing oc! 
the constitution that they pleaded for 
a royal commission, 

Four months or so ago, a royal com- 
mission was ugreed upon by the Do 
minion Government, At the end of 
April, several weeks later, matter 
had progressed so far as the comple} 
tlon ofa reference, Then began the la 
borious business of choosing the per-| 
sonnel, Some ministers were stoutly| 
opposed to selection of overseas ax-| 
perts. They wanted an — all-Canadian | 
bourd. Eminent authorities 


ap- 
proached and were found unavailable 
The prime minister had the matter 
high up on the agenda when he 
turned to Canada, but ten days passed 
without an announcement. i 

Nor does the appointmen. of a royal 
commission mean that the 
North America Act will be revise] 
this year or perhaps next. Aire all, 
this is a federal royal commission, 
The provinces may treat it the way

their higher moments, When the royal 
commission has sat, all across the 
country, has gathered evidence, 
received representations and petitions 
and then, at length, has rendered its 
report, the beginning will only have 
been accomplished. 

A Representative Gathering. 

After that, it will be necessary to 
have a constitutional convention, or a 
gathering of Dominion and Provincial 
auffiorities under some other equally 
high sounding name, A National Con 
gress, if you will. There will have to 
be much give and take, and the 
abandonment of sectional and petty 
politics before such a body can make 
any progress at all, 

Meantime, provincial will 
rise and fall as elections are held. It 
is quite possible that an issue will 
rise on which the federal govern | 
ment wil Inot wish to pass without H 
consulting the people. A general elec 
tion may be fought out on the matter. 

Anyone, therefore, who thinks of | 
the amendment of the constitution as | 
something for 1937 or 1928 is evidently 
not reckoing with political realities. 
Meanwhile there are stresses and in-

growing, in many cases, more intoler 
able every year. The provinces, by the 
present arrangement, have social and 
other obligations quite out of keeping 
with their revenue sources, Canada 18 
becoming a very backward country in 
some respects, because of constitu 
tlonal obstacles.

HE first tests ‘to be made in 
Canada of a new type of auto- 
motive vehicle which links highway 
and railway will be commenced 
within the next two weeks on branch 
lines in the thrée regions of the 
Canadian National System. The 
first of these ‘‘Auto-Railers’ which 
will be tried out on branch lines in 
Ontario and Qiebec, is now ready 
for service. It was inspected recently 
by S. J. Hungertord, Chairman and 
President of the Canadian National.

A complication of ailments sent 
ihe tamed cerealist to his bed two 
weeks ago. Early Sunday his condi- 
tion took a turn tor the worse and a 
doctor and his brother, Henry Saund- 
ers of ‘Toronto, Were summoned to his 


bedside, Death came shortly after 
noon. 
Sir Charles was born in London, 


Ontario, and there another brother W. 
E. Saunders, widely known naturalist, 
and his only sister, Miss Annie Saun- 
ders, reside, W. E, Saunders, travel 
ling in Quebec, could not be reached 
in time to come to his brother's bed- 
side. I'wo other brothers, Vercy of 
(Clinton, N. Y. and Fred of Cambridge 
Mass, also survive. 

Canada’s wheat fields were being 
opened in the 1890's when Sir Charles’ 
father, Dr William Saunders, was head 
of the Dominion experimental farms 
and Charles and a brother, A, P. as- 
sisted in the work of developing grain 
strains, 

Chewlng Tests 

Marquis came abou t in part, 
through the unspectacular chewing of 
little quantities of wheat. That was 
the way Sir Charles tested the gluten 
qualities of different grains and he 
finally picked a cross between Red 
Fife, a Wheat grown extensively in 
eustern Canada, and hard red Calcut 
tu, Imported from India by his father, 

The new strain almost immediately 
became widely accepted and today it 
is grown across the broad acres’ of 
Western Canada and the United States, 

Its production bas put millions of 
dollars into the pockets of growers 
and grainmen of the two countries 
and has won world recognition. 
Burial in London 

Sir Charles Was graduated from the 
University of Toronto in 1888 and for 
a year Was professor of chemistry 
and geology at Central University, 
Kentucky. In 1903, after bis sensa- 
tional success With Marquis wheat, 
Sir Charles became Canada's first Do- 
minion cerealist. His work fo: the 
Canadian agriculturist consisted in 
painstaking sorting of countless var- 
jeties of seeds. He later originated 
Garnet wheat, a strain more suited to 
the northern prairies and it was de- 
veloped by his successor, L. H. New 
man. 

Interment was made, in 
Ontario, Tuesday 27th.
